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Reasons for Allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The prior art of record does not teach that the legs are fixedly secured relative to 
the panel, the term fixedly secured meaning rigid and non-pivoting or non-rotatable. 
The reference to Berlin teaches that the legs (42, 44) are pivotally attached to the panel 
(46) so that the panel may fold. The prior art of record does not teach the fixed legs 
being in combination with a panel having forward and a rear edge and a pair of lateral 
side edges, with the legs attached to and extending upward from the rear edge the 
panel adjacent the side edges, the legs being spaced from each other and the each of 
the legs being positioned in a plane oriented substantially perpendicular to the plane of 
the panel, a brace being attached to and extending between the legs, a bracket being 
attached to the legs and extending over the panel such that the plane of the bracket is 
oriented substantially parallel to the plane of the panel, a coupler being attached to an 
upper end of the legs. The prior art also does not teach the method of providing such a 
device.
